Dowager Empress Also Expected to 
Die. 
Pekin, Nov. IL—The emperor died 
at 5 o’clock this evening. He had 
been ill for a long time and during 
the 
recent 
audiences 
with 
foreign 
representatives he was unable either 
to sit up on the throne or even in 
an erect position. It was evident for 
a long time that he would be unable 
to withstand a crisis which sooner 
or later must develop in the disease 
trom which he was suffering. Recent 
climatic extremes caused fatal com­ 
plications.
